and his gas bag is to be the principal 
attraction .at the annu al ex hibit. Bu t 
imagine the su rprise of one of the 
air artists, who is jealou s of his 
repu tation, when he learns that a 
contemporary , so to speak, will be on 
the grou nd to contest his ev ery mov e. 
Realizing 
that 
the 
balloonists 
wou ld be jealou s of their work, the 
secretary 
employ ed both of 
them. 
They will not stand for being ou tdone 
and the resu lt will be balloon races. 
Each aerial artist will not think of 
being ou tclassed by his riv al and each 
one will ov erdo himself to see if he 
can not accomplish more. 
With the 
su ggestion of a 
race it is 
highly 
probable that the two ex hibition men 
will enter into the contest with real 
zeal and enthu siasm, that promises to 
make real sport for the crowds. The 
secretary is of the opinion that this 
wou ld be a better attraction than the 
one offered last y ear, a dirigible bal­ 
loon, which is now a back nu mber in 
air crafts. 
W hat is conceded to be the biggest 
attraction is the one to be fu rnished 
by Crawford of Marion, Ind., 
who 
carries an eightv -fiv e foot balloon 
with him. 
lie is said to be among 
the best in his bu siness and to hav e a 
few u nu su al stu nts in his repertoire. 
He has a bicy cle act, while making 
the ascension. He goes u p on a wheel 
attached to his parachu te and comes 
down on it and alights riding. 
The 
fair association had to pay ex tra for 
that attraction, which will be giv en in 
addition to the regu lar attraction on 
Thu rsday of the fair. 
Crawford will 
giv e an ascension and a spectacu lar 
parachu te leap on each of the last 
three day s of the fair. 
A Mt. Vernon, Ohio, man has also 
been contracted to giv e an ascension 
on the last thre£ day s of the fair. He 
comes highly recommended as a con­ 
qu eror of the air and will probably 
contest ev ery effort of Crawford of 
Marion. Secretary King has been a t­ 
tempting to make arrangements for 
a dou ble parachu te leap and it is 
highly probable that he will be su c­ 
cessfu l. 
Both of the balloonists em­ 
ploy ed do not hav e another para­ 
chu te in their paraphernalia, bit it is 
likely that another one will be ob­ 
tained some place and a local man 
will be hired to take a seat in the ex 
tra parachu te.

They are preparing an ex tra 
big race card and some warmly con 
tested ev ents are. ex pected.

O ur last two lessons hav e set before 
us the building of the church and the 
subseq uent setting up of the kingdom 
during this age and at the close of it. 
It is w orth 
rem em bering th at the 
church is said to be builded, nev er set 
up (M att, x v i, 18; Eph. ii, 10, 22; 1 
Pet. ii, 5; Gen. ii. 22, m argin, with 
Eph. v , 31, 32). w hereas the kingdom 
is said to be set up, uot builded (Dan. 
ii, 44). 
If we would walk w orthy of 
God who hath called us unto H is 
kingdom and glory (I Thess. ii, 12) 
th e tw o features of today 's lesson, hu­ 
m ility and forgiv eness, should be spe­ 
cially m anifest in us, rem em bering the 
first w ords of our Lord’s discourse on 
the principles of the kingdom, “Bless­ 
ed are the poor In spirit, for theirs is 
th e kingdom of heav en” (M att, v , 3), 
and also th a t the ornam ent of a meek 
and q uiet *spirit is in the sight of God 
of great price (I Pet. iii, 4). 
As w e are to hav e but one lesson in 
this chapter we m ust consider the 
first portion on hum ility as well as the 
last on forgiv eness.

found? Nowhere, and as C hristian En- 
deav orers we should know* not an in­ 
teresting item, but the entire liv es, of 
these greatest of the w orld’s heroes. 
We should nut only know the great 
ev ents in these m en’s liv es, but tell 
them abroad. O ur children should be 
able to say with the psalm ist, “We 
hav e heard with our ears.

Illinois Central lumber was 
used to repair Illinois Central cars and 
then the road was charged for tha 
lumber, he said. Cars loaded with ma­ 
terial were shipped to the Memphi3 
Car Repair company, and it was the 
practice to charge for repairs made on 
the cars, whether they were made or 
not, the witness said, and more often 
they were not.

ONE WAS KILLED IN 
SUGAR DOCK RIOTS 


Bloody Clash With Strikers lo 


New York. 


New York, July 29.—Things came to 
a bloody pass between the American 
Sugar Refining company at their re­ 
fining plant on South Third street in 
W illiamsburg and the 1,500 strikers 
who hav e been harrying the works 
since they walked out ten days ago, 
when the strikers, desperate Poles and 
Lithuanians and Russians, fought a 
small handful of special policemen and 
a sm aller squad of regular members 
of the police force up and down Kent 
av enue for nearly an hour. In the end 
one of the strikers was picked up near­ 
ly dead—he died a few minutes after 
he reached a hospital, from a gunshot 
wound in the abdomen—sev en men 
were seriously wounded, and a score 
carried wounds to the back rooms of 
their tenem ents, ev ading the police. 
Henry A. Morgan, the cashier of the 
refinery, who succeeded Jam es F. Ben­ 
der, the conv icted official, in the post 
at the W illiamsburg works, was ar­ 
rested after the riots, charged with the 
killing of the Polish striker. 
Morgan 
was released on $5,000 bail. 
The trouble was caused by the sugar 
refinery people attem pting to mov e 
some sugar from the works for dis­ 
tribution among the local dealers in 
Brooklyn ami New York.
